Applicant hereby petitions the Commissioner for Patents for acceptance of 
color photographs for Figures 4A, 4B and 5 A. 

In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.84 (a)(2)(i) and (ii), three sets of color 
drawings for Figures 4A, 4B and 5 A are enclosed herewith as Exhibit A, together with the 
fee for this petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(h). Additionally, in accordance with § 1.84 
(a)(2)(iii), Applicant submits that a Preliminary Amendment is being filed concurrently 
herewith to amend the specification to add the language that the patent contains at least one 
drawing executed in color.

Specifically, Figures 4A and 4B are photographs of an electrophoresis gel (which is 
specifically listed in § 1 .84(b)(1) as one type of subject matter for which photographs are 
acceptable) which depict separation of specific alleles, where the type of allele is depicted 
by a specific color (red, yellow or green). Figure 5 A is a graphical depiction of the 
intensity of the separation pattern of each allele type, with each allele type again being 
represented by a specific color. As evidence that color photographs are necessary for 
understanding the claimed invention, Applicant submits herewith as Exhibit B black and 
white photographs of each of Figures 4A, 4B and 5 A for the Commissioner to compare 
with the color photographs.
